THE MORALITY OF BALZAC. 


A jury in Judge Hutchinson’s Court in 
Chicago, has decided that Balzac’s stories are 
so immoral that subscribers are not obliged 
to pay for them even after they have con- 
tracted to take them from an agent—if the 
agent has represented them as proper books 
for family use. 

In this particular case, looked at from a 
purely business point of view, the jury could 
hardly have decided otherwise than it did, if 
it be true that the agent represented to the 
purchaser that the books were written for 
children, though it is most extraordinary in 
these days of enlightenment that any one 
could swallow such a statement. It is evi- 
dent that the plaintiff swallowed it and fifty- 
one of these unusual “juveniles” were de- 
livered before it was discovered that some of 
them—the “Droll Stories” in particular — 
were unfit for perusal by youthful readers. 
Even if all of them were free from objection- 
able matter not one of them is fitted for chil- 
dren. There are many adults who do not care 
much for Balzac, notwithstanding he dealt 
with all human passions in his “Human 
Comedy.” Therefore, if the agent presented 
any such inducement as is charged, he was 


selling the books under false pretenses and 
his employers should be held responsible. 

But there is another -point of view, from 
which all who have a sense of humor will 
look upon the Chicago verdict. For the sake 
of the literary leadership so insisted upon for 
Chicago, it is to be hoped that she will not 
again for some time feel called upon to make 
or mar any literary reputation, or to decide 
upon the literary or moral character of the 
works of French authors. To have blasted 
the reputation and character of Rostand and 
Balzac within a fortnight were enough for the 
“higher criticism” of the century. And was it 
not to Chicago’s listening ear that Hugues Le 
Roux confided that he was the author of Dau- 
det’s “La Belle Nivernaise,” and other re- 
markable canards! Truly, Chicago is working 
toward the “real thing” in literature. 





AN event of considerable importance was 
the meeting last week of thirty of the repre- 
sentatives of the retail trade of New York 
City to take steps to form a local association. 
As pointed out by Mr. Brentano and other: 
at this first meeting, an association of this 
kind could often do more effective work for 
reform than would be possible for the na- 
tional association which necessarily is obliged 
to move slowly because its membership is 
spread all over the country. A local organiza- 
tion would not parallel the work of the na- 
tional association, but would complement it, 
and be more forceful, prompt and vigilant in 
promoting reform in its immediate vicinity 
than is otherwise possible. The example of 
New York should stimulate the trade in other 
large cities in the East and West, North and 
South, any of which might extend its influ- 
ence within a large radius and cover sections 
where it would be impracticable to create 
local associations. The reform is not yet 
quite an accomplished fact. It will need the 
concerted action of the retail trade, as well as 
the publishing section for some time to come 
to make it certain beyond a doubt. 


WILL SUE ROSTAND ABROAD. 


SAMUEL Eperty Gross intends to follow up 
his victory over Richard Mansfield and A. M. 
Palmer, by suing in the English and French 
courts to prove there that Rostand’s play, 
“Cyrano,” was pilfered from Mr. Gross’s 
“Merchant Prince of Cornville.” He also in- 
tends to write a new play with its plot laid 
in France, its hero to resemble Frangois Vil- 
lon. This drama will be produced in Gross- 
dale, near Chicago, in a theatre to be built on 
the lines of the Shakespeare memorial theatre 
at Stratford-on-Avon. 
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MISSING PAGES DO NOT AFFECT 
THE STATUS OF A BOOK. 


A DECISION was handed down by Judge 
Lacombe, May 31, in the United States Circuit 
Court, New York, which is of importance to 
publishers and authors, deciding that a book’s 
status is not affected by missing pages. The 
decision was the result of an appeal by the 
Macmillan Company from a ruling of the 
Board of Appraisers. 

The Macmillan Company made arrange- 
ments with the publishers and owners of the 
English copyrights of a book on anatomy to 
publish and copyright the work in this coun- 
try simultaneously with the English appear- 
ance of the book. The first sixty-four pages 
were sent here, set up and printed and copy- 
righted. Then it was found that the Mac- 
millan Company could not complete the print- 
ing of the book in time to get it out on the 
same date as the English publication. Ac- 
cordingly, the book was printed with the 
sixty-four American printed and copyrighted 
pages, and the remaining pages imported 
from England. 

The Board of Appraisers assessed duty on 
the pages at 25 per cent. under the paragraph 
relating to “printed matter,” reading, “books, 
engravings, photographs, bound or unbound, 
etchings, music, maps or charts, which shall 
have been printed more than twenty years— 
and all scientific books and periodicals direct- 
ly devoted to original scientific research, etc.” 
In his opinion Judge Lacombe says: “Con- 
cededly this is a scientific book. It has been 
held that ‘book’ in the paragraph was broad 
enough to cover the printed sheets unbound, 
and it would seem that these sheets did not 
cease to be a book because a few pages at the 
beginning or ending were wanting. The de- 
cision of the Board of Appraisers is therefore 
reversed.”

THE AMERICAN BOOK COMPANY 
ENJOINED IN KANSAS. 


ACCORDING to a special dispatch to the New 
York Times, an injunction was issued in the 
Topeka District Court, May 31, against the 
American Book Company to restrain it from 
doing business in Kansas, and against the 
Secretary of State, restraining him from 
granting the company a charter. 

The American Book Company had secured 
certain school book contracts held by Crane 
& Co., who then went into the courts with 
the allegation that the American Book Com- 
pany was operating in violation of the anti- 
trust law, and the injunction is the result. 


BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 

AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 
To the Trade: 

WE beg leave to announce that, in com- 
pliance with the expressed wish of many im- 
portant members of the trade, and to extend 
the protection to the price of fiction provided 
by the rules, the amendment printed below 
in italic type was adopted at a meeting of the 
American Publishers’ Association, held May 
27, 1902. 

The rule covering fiction now reads as fol- 
lows: 

IV. That the members of the Association 
agree that on all copyrighted works of fiction 
(not net) published by them after February 1, 
1902, the greatest discount allowed at retail 
for one year after publication shall be 28 per 
cent., and all the rules for the protection of 
net books shall apply to the protection of fic- 
tion to this extent. 

The conditions governing the sale of fiction 
are such that the Association does not at- 
tempt to fix a uniform price at which works 
of fiction (not net) shall be sold, but only to 
name a maximum discount which, however, it 
is hoped will rarely be given. 

When a work of fiction published under this 
rule is sent postpaid the price to the purchaser 
shall be not less than the minimum price plus 
the postage. 

The above amendment takes effect imme- 
diately, and applies to all sellers of books. 

We beg leave to again extend congratula- 
tions to the trade on the general satisfaction 
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attending the operation of the protected price 
principle, and the firm foothold it has secured 
during the past year.

RETAIL BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION OF 
NEW YORK. 


A CONFERENCE of the retail booksellers of 
New York City was held at Brentano’s, 5 
Union Square, on the evening of May 26, to 
ascertain the desirability of forming a pro- 
tective association. It was unanimously agreed 
to form such an association, and it was left 
to the chairman to appoint a committee of 
nine to draw up constitution and by-laws. 

About thirty were present, representing the 
following houses: V. M. Coryell, of V. M. 
Coryell & Co.; John Ireland, of G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons; J. Macrae, of E. P. Dutton & 
Co.; F, E. Grant, J. A. Jenkins, William R. 
Jenkins, T. J. McBride, Henry Malkan, Wm. 
Rhode, of Rhode & Haskins; L. Jonas, Col- 
onel Ammon, A. Mackel, H. C. Holtin, 
Charles S. Pratt, S. Edgar Briggs and Mr. 
Robertson, of the Fleming H. Revell Co.; S. 
F,. McLean, John Francis, of Everett, Francis 
& Co.: Chas. P. Everitt, of Doubleday, Page & 
Co.; R. W. Crothers, Edwin S. Gorham, Wm, 
H. Farrington, of D. Van Nostrand & Co.; 
M. J. Whaley, Robert H. Dodd, of Dodd, 
Mead & Co.; E. W. Dayton; Samuel Reis, of 
the American Tract Society; and Louis E. 
Turk, of the Board of Publication of the Re- 
formed Church in America. Representatives 
from Bonnell, Silver & Co. and Thos, Whit- 
taker were unable to attend. 

Simon Brentano was chosen temporary 
chairman, and C. E. Burkhardt, of E. P. 
Dutton & Co., temporarv secretary. Mr. Bren- 
tano stated that the object of the meeting was 
to learn whether the retail booksellers of New 
York City were in favor of forming an asso- 
ciation for mutual benefit and protection, as 
the publishers had done—an association which 
could speak authoritatively for the booksellers 
when dealing with the American Publishers’ 
Association, and to enable the booksellers to 
work in harmony with it. He then read let- 
ters from several who could not be present, 
all of whom favored such an association, and 
called for expressions of opinion, 

_F. E. Grant said he thought such an asso- 
ciation would be a good thing to secure har- 
mony of interest among the booksellers, and 
he would welcome it. 

S. E. Briggs, of the Fleming H. Revell 
Company, said that, while the retail interests 
of his firm were of minor importance, his 
house was heartily in favor of the movement. 

Col. J. H. Ammon, of Ammon & Mackel, 
said: “An organization of this kind will enable 
us to go to the publishers and tell them what 
we want; it will be for our own protection, 
so that we can find out where price-cutting 
booksellers get books to sell, and prevent it.” 

_J. Macrae, of E. P. Dutton & Co., expressed 
himself as thoroughly agreeing with the plan. 

C. E. Burkhardt said this association could 
be of great good where the American Book- 
sellers’ Association was ineffective, because 








the latter is necessarily slow, votes being 
taken by mail and but one meeting being held 
annually; an association like this can meet 
at any time. 

Mr. Brentano said the American Booksell- 
ers’ Association was obliged to wait for an- 
swers fron: members throughout the United 
States; an organization of the kind proposed, 
confined to this city, would not try to parallel 
the work of the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation, but would complement it, and be more 
forceful, prompt, and vigilant in this imme- 
diate vicinity. 

J. Ireland, of G. P. Putnam’s Sons, said: 
“The house I represent is strongly in favor of 
this organization. I think, myself, it would 
be of help to the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation, which will certainly assist it in every 
way.” 

H, C. Holtin said he thought the formation 
of such an association would be the best thing 
that could be done for the booksellers’ mutual 
protection. He mentioned the injury done to 
retail booksellers by certain department stores 
that sell books at cost, making up the loss on 
dry goods, where values are not so easily 
detected. He also referred to the harmful in- 
fluence of certain circulating libraries. 

Mr. Brentano said this association would 
enable the booksellers to get together and 
learn what each other’s experiences were, and 
to consider just such cases as those cited by 
Mr. Holtin. 

Henry Malkan said that when he started in 
business every one was cutting prices, and he 
felt that he had to be where the other fellows 
were. He would like very much to see such 
an organization formed. 

R. H. Dodd, of Dodd, Mead & Co., said: 
“Our house is in thorough sympathy with this 
proposed association. It might be of great 
help to the American Publishers’ Association. 
We should be glad to join and do what we 
can to give it a chance.” 

Chas. S. Pratt said he had taken into con- 
sideration the extreme demoralization in book 
prices in Great Britain, and feared we were 
coming to a similar situation. He was in 
favor of fighting price-cutting and having 
prices maintained, not only in his own store, 
but in all bookstores. He did not believe 
booksellers should give in so easily as they 
do to customers who come to them with the 
discount idea. He cited examples to show 
that department stores are not the only of- 
fenders in price-cutting. Booksellers in real- 
ity all have the same interests, and should 
fight shoulder to shoulder. 

S. F. McLean asked whether the purposes 
of this association could not be accomplished 
in some way through the Booksellers’ League, 
and so avoid adding to the number of wheels 
in the machinery. Nevertheless he would be 
in favor of such an organization if it were 
decided upon. 

FE. S. Gorham said a little mutual under- 
standing among the booksellers might often 
avert a disaster to the trade. He would 
strongly support any action taken in the di- 
rection proposed. 

William Rhode, of Rhode & Haskins, said 
if this association could make book prices 
uniform he would be glad to abide by its de- 
cisions,

tively than through the Booksellers’ League. 
They could support the American Publishers’ 
Association. and with them arrive at some 
rate at which booksellers could do business 
with profit. 

The following resolution was then passed 
unanimously : 

Resolved, ‘That it is the sense of this meeting that 
an association be formed, to be known as the “Retail 
Beoksellers’ Association of New York.” 

Upon motion of S. E, Briggs the chairman 
was empowered to appoint a committee of 
nine to draft a constitution and by-laws, It 
was also voted that the chairman, at the 
meeting of the American Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation the next day, should express the ap- 
proval of this meeting of booksellers with 
what the publishers had accomplished, and 
its desire that they should take no backward 
step. 





POSTAL MATTERS. 
POSTMASTER GENERAL UPHELD IN A 
“SECOND-CLASS” DECISION. 

Justice BARNARD, of the District of Colum- 
bia Supreme Court, in a decision in the man- 
damus case of the Chicago Business College 
against the Postmaster General, handed down 
May 23, sustains the policy of the post-office 
department in its exclusion of certain classes 
of publications from the second-class mail 

rates. 

The court refused to issue the writ of man- 
damus and dismissed the petition of the col- 
lege, which sought to compel the admission 
of its publication, Business Education, to the 
second-class rate. 

The court suggested in its decision that it 
did not think courts should differ in judg- 
ment with officers of the government as to 
the meaning of a law that such officers are 
charged with executing, as that would con- 
stitute a substitution of the judicial mind for 
the executive. 


RULES AS TO POSTAL CARDS. 


GOVERNMENT postal cards which are enam- 
elled, bronzed or in any way defaced, lose 
their character as postal cards hereafter and 
become subject to ordinary letter postage 
when they bear a written message, or to third- 
class postage when they are all in print. This 
ruling is contained in the latest edition of 
the postal regulations. The ruling is thought 
to be a result of the recent disclosures re- 
garding the ease with which such cards are 
counterfeited. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


JEAN JosEPH BENJAMIN-CONSTANT, the cel- 
ebrated French painter, died in Paris, May 26. 
He was born in Paris, June 10, 1845. 


Peter Ross, LL.D., Grand Historian of the 
New York Grand Lodge of Masons, and the 
author of many books on Freemasonry, died 
in New York on the 2d inst. He was born in 
Edinburgh, in 1847, and learned the printer’s 
trade there, drifting later into journalism. 
He came to this country in 1875, and became 


the editor of a journal devoted to Scottish 
affairs. Besides his works on Masonry, he 
published a volume entitled “Scottish Char- 
acter in History,” “The Life of St. Andrew,” 
“The Scot in America,” and “Scotland and 
the Scots.” At the time of his death he was 
engaged upon a “History of Long Island.” 


Mone. Atice CELESTE DurRAND, the novelist, . 


who wrote under the pen-name of “Henri 
Gréville,” died in Paris, May 26. She was born 
in Paris, October 12, 1842, but at the age of 
fourteen went to St. Petersburg with her 
father, Professor Fleury. She acquired a 
knowledge of Russian, and wrote sketches 
and stories for the newspapers of that county. 
She had written several books under her 
pseudonym, when she was married to Henri 
Durand, a French professor of law in the 
University of St. Petersburg. In 1872 she re- 
turned to Paris and wrote voluminously on 
Russian subjects—turning out three or four 
pleasant stories a year. Some of her best- 
known books in English translations are 
“Dosia,” “Gabrielle,” “Markoff,” “Sylvie’s 
Betrothed” and “Princess Roubine.” She last 
visited the United States a few years ago, and 
since that time had written but little. 


Cuiirrorp L. Jones died at his home, 496 
Lexington Avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y., on May 
23. Mr. Tones was only twenty-six years old, 
and his death comes as a shock to his many 
friends in the booktrade. He commenced his 
career as a boy in the employ of the Baker & 
Taylor Co., and under the able and careful 
direction of this house he became very pro- 
ficient and thorough in his knowledge of 
books of every description, so that three years 
ago, when J, A. Hill & Co. required a com- 
petent assistant in their mail order and cata- 
logue department, Mr. Jones was selected for 
this important position, which he filled so 
satisfactorily that for the past year he was 
given practically full charge of the order de- 
partment. Mr. Jones had a bright, cheerful 
and cordial disposition, which won him many 
friends arnong his customers and associates, 
as well as in the booktrade, and he was held 
in high esteem by his employers. He leaves 
a wife and a son aged two and a half years. 








NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


Mrs, JoHN LANE, wife of the well-known 
publisher, and daughter of that old-time mu- 
sical celebrity of Boston, Julius Eichberg, and 
author of “The Kitwyk Tales,” contributes 
to the June Fortnightly an interesting article 
on “American Wives and English House- 
keeping.” Mr. Lane will publish in the fall 
an English edition of his wife’s Kitwyk book. 


Joun GRAHAM, whose novel, “The Great 
God Success,” was published last year by 
Frederick A. Stokes Company, is the pseu- 
donym of David Graham Phillips, a well- 
known New York newspaper man, who re- 
cently gave up journalistic work for literature. 
He began his journalistic career as reporter 
for the New York Sun. For a time he was 
the second leader-writer on the World. Mr. 
Phillips has just published “Her Serene High- 
ness,” and has a third novel almost completed, 
which is promised for the fall. 
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F,. Marton CRAWFORD, contrary to the gen- 
eral impression, does most of his work in this 
country—in a room fitted up for him in the 
Macmillan building in New York—and takes 
his vacations with his family at his Italian 
home in Sorrento. He has, however, a work 
den of a curious sort in Italy. It is an old 
watch tower on the rugged Calabrian coast, 
two days’ sail from Sorrento, and consists 
only of a dungeon and a keep, the latter of 
which Mr. Crawford has made _ habitable. 
There he lives for weeks at a time on an as- 
cetic’s fare, while his schooner and her sailors 
wait in the harbor. The novelist has sailed 
his boat across the Atlantic and is a master 
mariner, holding a captain’s license. 


Pau Letcester Forp began work last year 
upon a novel dealing with the time of the 
Georges. The plot was a promising one, and 
the book started off with a swing, but later 
Mr. Ford told the prospective publishers that 
he was out of step, and that the story refused 
to march. Finally, he laid it aside, for the 
time, and began work upon an extensively an- 
notated edition of Weems’s “Washington.” 
Examination of Mr, Ford’s manuscript shows 
that the Georgian story is in too embryonic 
and tangled a state for use. but the “Washing- 
ton” is far enough along for a possibility of 
completion and publication. A short story, 
entitled “A Checked Love Affair,” written 
shortly before his tragic death, appears in the 
current issue of Collier's Weekly, in which 
journal his “Janice Meredith” was published 
serially. Dodd, Mead & Co. will publish in 
the fall “Wanted a Chaperone,” a story the 
title of which suggests his “Wanted, a Match- 
maker.” It will be illustrated by Christy.

Arthur Henry, well known to the newspaper 
world of New York, has lately issued through 
McClure, Phillips & Company, “An Island 
Cabin.” The mother of these three young 
authors during her life wrote several books, 
all of which attained a high place in their 
respective field of effort and her influence is 
now making itself felt through her sons and 
daughter in the production of literature of a 
distinctly constructive sort. They have in 
press a volume entitled “Mv Dogs in North- 
land,” by the Rev. E, R. Young, for many 
years in the missionary field in the British 
Northwest. Mr. Young shows, not only what 
can be done with Eskimo and St. Bernard 
dogs, but, incidentally, what has been done 
among the northern Indians by missionary 
labor. The life he depicts is rapidly becom- 
ing a thing of the past.
